We therefore recommend first and above all,. the 
reading of the Bible, we would also recommend the 
reading of The Southern Baptist Record, through which 
we may learn the progress of Baptist priuciples in other 
nations where we ian Missionaries at ae as well as 
at home in our own State, if we would be postcd on 
the Prohibition question, let us read the Record. 

We further recommend to the favorable notice of the 
Baptist everywhere, to take and read the Tennesse Bap- 
tist, edited by Brethren Graves and Moody, Memphis, 
Tenu-, we believe them to be safe in counsel and able in 
the defence of the faith once delivered to the Saints. 
We also recommend the Foreign Mission Journal. We 
regret to say that our country is flooded with literature 
that is not only unprofitable, but is calculated to deceive 
the people and produce negligence in regard to reading 
ot God's Word. We do, therefore, most earnestly re- 
commend that the Baptists, especially, leate off the | 
reading of all such unprofitable literature and read 
God's Word more, and read it with prayerful hearts 
and a desire to know the truth.

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CONSTITUTION. 


0 

We the united Baptist Churches, in the State of Mississippi, 
having veen regularly dismissed by letter, from the following 
Associations, viz: Aberdeen, Chickasaw and Bear Creek have 
united for the purpose of maintaining and keeping the order 
and rules of an Association according to the following plan. 

ArticLe. 1. This Association shall be composed of members 
chosen by the different churches in our’Union; who, on produc- 
ing letters from their respective charches ’ ertifying their elec- 
tion, snall be entitled to seats. , 

Art. 2. The letters fromm the chefchés are’ to express the 
number of white male and female members, number of colored 
members, time of meeting, number baptized, réceived by bap- 
tism, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded or died since the 
jast meeting of this body, name of pastor and post-office. 

Art. 3 Tac members thus chosen’ and convened, shall be 
known as ihe Judson Association, who shail have no power to 
lord it over God's heritage, or intringe on any of the internal 
rights of the churches in Union, but shall be advisory council 
for the common benefit of all the churches, and the furtherance 
of the cause of our Redeemer. The Association shall haye 
power to exclude any church from the Union who may depart 
from the orthodox principles of the gospel, either in faith or 
practice. (The fundamental principles we adopt anel believe, 
may be seen in our Abstracts.) 

Art. 4. Every church in the Union shall be entitled to three 
delegates and ene additional delegate for every ‘hundred tnem- 
bers above one hundred. Should any church neglect to repre- 
sent herself, she shall state-the reason in her letter to the next 
Association. ; 

Art 5. New churches may be admitted into this body, who 
petition by letter and delegates, if found to be sound:in faith 
and in good order; the reception thereof to be manifested by 
the Moderator giving the right hand : 

Art. 6. The Association shall be governed by Rules of De— 
corum of their own adoption. 

Art. 7. This Association shall, annually, elect a Moderator 
from among themselves, whose duty it shall be to see that the 
Rules of Decorum are observed, and take the voice of the Asso- 
ciation on all questions properly brought before it; also a Clerk 
shall be elected, whose duty it shall be to take correc: minutes: 
of the acts of the Association. 

Art. 8, No query shall be received for the consideration of the 
Association until the church presenting it shall have made an 
effort to answer it to her satisfaction and failed to do so. 
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, Agr. 9. The Association shall have a fund for the support of 
the same, which shall be raised by the voluntary contributions: 
of the churches sent by their delegates, which money shall be 
deposited in the hands of the Treasurer chosen. by the Associa. 
tion, who shall be accountable to the Association for all moneys 
received by him as Treasurer. 

Art. 10. The Association shall, in all cases, be governed by 
a majority of the membcrs Present, except in the reception and 
dismission of churches, which shall be unanimous 

Art. 11. This Association will correspond with other Associ- 
ations as may be agreed on while in session. 

ART, 12. It shall be the duty of the association to appoint 
& minister to preach an introductory sermon, with an alternate, 
at each succeeding session, also the time and place for the next 
session. 

ART. 13. No charge will be received against any church 
in our union, only when established by a sister church. 

Article 14. This constitution may be altered or amended at 
any time by two-thirds of the churches composing the body,

7. We believe that Jesus Christ the Eternal Son of God, is

eouness, before God. 

8. We believe that the Holy Spirit, ‘the third’ person in the 
adorable Trinity, is the great agent in convincing than of his lost 
and condemned condition ; and in making the gospel plan of 
mercy plain and acceptable to him. 

g- We believe that all who are sanctified by the Spirit are ful- 
ly justified by the Righteousness of Christ, which is in all and up- 
on all them that believe. 

10. We believe that all who are called to be saints through 
sanctification of the Spirit and belief of the truth, shall be etern- 
ally saved. 

11. We believe that christian churches are to be formed of 
believers in Christ, who give evidence of change of heart, and 
who have been regularly baptized. 

12° We believe that the government of the church is not left 
in the hands ofany one man, or mumber of men distinct from the

13. We believe that the first day of the week, called the 
Lord’s day, is sanctified or set apart for the public worship of 
God ; and that it is the duty of christians to abstain on that day 
from all unnecessary visiting, trifling conversation or labor except 
so much as may be devoted to works of necessity or mercy.

We believe that Jesus Christ has appointed two positive 
institutions, or ordinances to be observed in his church, viz.: 
Baptism and the Lord’s supper; that Baptism is immersion in 
water, with name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and that 
believers alone are capable of rightly receiving this ordinance; 
that Baptism precedes the Lord’s Supper and none but regularly 
Baptized Ministers have any right to Sdasinleese them. : 

Art. 16. We believe'that, there will be a resurrectlon of the 
dead, both of the Just and unjust; that the just will rise to 
everlasting life, and the unjust to everlasting shame and con- 
tempt. ;

* 17. Finally, we believe that the gospel, with all its obliga- 
tions, privileges and blessings has been committed to the 
church ; and it is especially enjoined to make it known to every

When a subject has been taken up\ and a reasonable time al- 
lowed for discussion, the Mode rator shall take the question by 
yeas and nays, and if a call tor a divisign be made, it shall be 
decided by the members risiing. 

Axt. 6. Any member wishing to speak Shall rise and address 
the Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at 
a time, who shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the subject or makes personal refledtion. 

ART. 7. No one shall speak more than once ee any sub- 
ject until all who wish to speak shall have had an Opportunity, 
nor more than twice upon any subjegt without permission. 

Art. 8. Every subject introduded for discussion shall he de- 
cided before another is offered, unless it be [aid over by mation, 
with the consent of the mover and Association. 7 

Art. 7. The names of members shall be called whenever the 
associatiod shall direct and absentees marked, any member\_ 
wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. \ 

Art. 10. The appellation of Brother shall be used by the 
members in addressing each other. 

ArT. 11. Any member violating the rules shall be subject to 
be reproved by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach 
shall have been made. 

ART. 12. Amendments or alterations may be made to these 
rules when a majority may deem it necessary.
